THE W IN Evnrorr.— Precautions against the plague still continue to 
be taken by the various European Governments. The council of Public Health 
in Madrid has decided that all vessels from the Black Sea shall be subjected to 

quarantine on their arrival in Spanish Ports. The Hungarian and Roumanian 
Governments have agreed to adopt protective measures on a large scale along 
the Bessarabian and ‘Transylvanian frontiers. The Italian Government has 
ordered. all vessels arriving from Greece and the Black Sea to be sabjected 
to quarantine for twenty days, and all mails to be fumigated. The Porte has 
ordered all vessels from the Black Sea and the Sea of Azoff to be placed under 
‘medical supervision for one day, and all goods likely to spread contagion te be 
disinfected.
